Tiptonvillc, Tcnn., Nov. 2,r..—Three 


dear! bodies dangling from an impro- 
vised scaffold erccte din front of the 
pulpit of a negro church In District 
No. 4 this (Lake) county, five miles 
from this city, was the awful spec- 
tacle which greeted the crowd of cur- 
ious people who gathered about the 
church this morning to view the work 
of the mob which took from the Tip- 
tonville jail last night Marshall, Ed. 
and Jim Stlneback, the three negroes 
who shot and fatally wounded two 
deputy sheriffs in front of this same 
church last Saturday night. 


All day yesterday this little city 


was filled with an excited mob num- 
bering from 150 to 500 men. 
This 


mob, unlike others, however, seemed 
willing to listen to reason and for 
some hours it was thought that the 
leaders had agreed to allow the law 
to take its course and late in the aft- 
ernoon the mob dispersed and the 
town assumed its usual quietness. 


Scaffold in Church. 


But later a mob began to gather 


and within an hour preparations to 
carry into execution the work of ven- 
geance determined upon 'were well 
under way and the leaders began to 
gather their forces about them to 
make an assault on the jail. 


The men were finally taken from 


the jail by the mob, placed in A 
wagon ami 
driven to the church 


where the negroes had committed 
their, crime. 
Here the mob erected 


within the church a scaffold just In 
front of the... pulpit from which the 
three negroes were hanged. 
' Marshall Stineback, the larger of 


the three brothers being swung in 
the center of the team with-Ed and 
Jim Stineback on 'either' end. 


After the negroes had been swung 


up, members of the mob stepped for- 
ward and fired'shots into the bodies 
of the negroes. 


Hasty Trial Held. 


While a mob of several hundred 


persons waited outside, Justice of the 
Peace Lee Davis, of Tiptonville, hast- 
ily organized his court, selected a 
jury, and began the trial of three- ne- 
'groes' accused of murder: 


. Less than an hour afterwards the 


jury decided the blacks .were guilty, 
they were sentenced to death, and 
turned over to the mob, which quick- 
ly hanged them to a near by tree. 


The hurry-up trial was the result of 


the plea by some of the cooler headed 
citizens. 
While the mob surrounded 


the jail this afternoon, they mounted 
the steps and pleaded 
groes be given a trial.

lynching until night. There was no 
hope of preventing a lynching had 
the crowd been forced to wail over 
night, and Justice of the Peace Davis 
was asked to take this unprecedented 
course of action. 


Militia Had Just Gone. 


Tiptonville had just been emptied 


of the militia, which has been oa duty 
there for 
the greater part 
of the 


month following the lynching of Cap- 
tain Quentin Rankin by night riders. 
Rankin, who had enraged the fisher- 
men of Reelfoot lake by his enforce- 
ment of the poaching laws, was taken 
from a hotel in the neighborhood and 
murdered. 
His friend Colonel Tay- 


lor, an aged lawyer, was captured by 
the outlaws at the same time, but 
escaped while they were disputing as 
to how he should be killed. He swam 
Reelfoot lake amid a shower of bul- 
lets, hid in the woods for a day, and 
at iast reached friendly shelter. 


Three Victims Are Brothers. 


The victims of yesterday's rapid 


justice were Marshall. Edward and 
James Stineback, brothers. The three 
c'eated a disturbance at a religious'! 
meeting near Tiptonville on Saturday. 
Deputy Sheriffs 'Richard Burrows and 
John Hall attempted to arrest them 
and a fight followed. 


Burrows was killed in the melee 


and his companion was fatally in- 
jured. The negroes took to the woods 
and a posse of whites started in pur- 
suit. At S o'clock yesterday morning 
the blacks 
were surrounded in a. 


swamp near the village of Ridgely. 


The swamp is known as the old 


river bed canebrake. and it is a diffi- 
cult matter to trace man or beast 
through its tangles. The posse, how- 
ever, succeeded in forcing 
its way 


through the jungle and capturing the 
blacks. The latter had two guns In 
their possession, but had run but of 
ammunition.

Bulk of the Unfortunates 


Wore Arabs—Panic 


Aboard Ship. 


Valetta. Nov. 25.—The British pas- 


senger steamer Sardinia, of the Eller- 
man line, was destroyed by fire just 
outside of this port, today and a total 
of 123 persons were either drowned 
or burned to death. Seventy persons 
were rescued. The dead Include one 
hundred Arabs, five European passen- 
gers and eighteen members of tlio 
crew. 
Most of the people on board 


were pilgrims. 


Assistance was hurried to the bum- 


ing vessel from all the warships In 
the harbor and from ashore, but the 
work of rescue was greatly impeded 
by the heavy sea. 


The fiames spread rapidly and were 


fed by streams of naphtha from the 
fore-hold. 
There was a condition of 


uncontrollable panic on board and the 
passengers, who did not jump into the 
sea- were roasted to death. The ves- 
sel was finally driven ashore on the 
Recasoli .rocks. 
Her grounding was 


followed by the succession of volcanic- 
like eruptions indicating the explosion 
of the naphtha stored in her hold. 


There was a wild scene of panic on 


board as the rapidly spreading flames 
drove the passengers to the rails, and 
many of the excited ones, not even 
waiting for the boats to be lowered, 
plunged into the sea. 


Scores are believed to have 
been 


drowned. 
Others, trapped 
by the 


flames, were literally roasted to death 
or smothered without a chance for 
their lives. 


Little Aid Could Be Given. • 


• There, were many craft in .the har- 
bor at the'time of the disaster and sev- 
eral . tugs, and other swift, small ves- 
. sels rushed' to. the assistance of the 
imperilled -liner. . The 'high sea and 
half a gale which prevailed at the 
time, however, made it impossible for 
them even to approach the Sardinia 
and they could do little in the way of 
aiding .the ill-fated passengers. . 


The Sardinia left Liverpool Novem- 


ber 14 with a cargo of general mer- 
chandise for Mediterranean ports. Her 
crew numbered forty-four and about 
twenty first-class and six. second-class 
"passengers embarked at Liverpool. 


Most of her other 200 passengers 


undoubtedly were Levantines, Maltese 
and Egyptians. 


Many of these people cross on the 


steamers of this line from Malta to 
Alexandria. It is their 
custom to 


•'pitch their tents on decks for shelter 
during the four, days' trip. The decks 
are cluttered and this condition un- 
doubtedly made the orderly clearing 
of the ship difficult

ATROCITIES IN KOREA. 


Englishman Says Deeds of Japanese 


Would Shock Mankind. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 25.—W. S. 


Holloway, of London, who for 
five 


years had charge of the British con- 
cessions in Korea and is returning 
after-a short absence, is now in this 


Mr. Holloway said last night that if 


privileged to speak he could tell a 
tale of cruelty on the part o£ the 
Japanese in their treatment of the 
Koreans which would 
maki 
every 


member of the white race rise in arms 
against the mikado's people. 


"I am returning to Korea and not 


leaving," said Mr. Holloway. "or I 
would talk. It would be one of the 
most startling stories ever published 
if a competent newspaper man was 
sent to. Korea and the real condition 
of Japanese oppression told to 
the 


world. It would make every 
white 


man revolt and turn against the Jap- 
anese. 


"I could tell of how the Japanese 


surrounded the Korean emperor's pal- 
ace with maxims even after they had 
secured what they wanted In the way 
of abdication and no life was safe. 
Neither the government of the United 
States nor England knows of the dis- 
honesty and lack of principle of the 
Japanese." 


Six-Cent Rate for Quantity 


Above 50 Kilowatts 


Per Month. 


. Private 
consumers 
of municipal 


electric current In Fort Wayne will 
'pay 8 cents per kilowatt for the light-, 
•ing service, with a six-cent rate for 
the consumption in excess of fifty 
kilowatts per month. These are the 
figures practically 
agreed 
upon by 


Mayor Hosey and the board of public 
works. 
The . electric lighting rate 


charged by the Fort Wayne and Wa- 
bash Valley company in Fort Wayne 
is 10 cents per kilowatt. 


The city rates as outlined above 


have not yet been ratified by a formal 
vote of the board ot public works, but 
it'is known that the figures have been 
determined upon, 'and Mayor Hosey 
said today that the rates were made 
to accommodate the greatest number 
of consumers. 
They have been ar- 


rived at after a careful computation 
of cost, and are designed to enable 
the municipal lighting plant to be self- 
sustaining. The idea has been not so 
much to furnish cheap light regardless 
of maintenance of the system, but to 
place the whole matter on a business 
basis and supply light to the people 
as reasonably as possible and at the 
same time realize sufficient revenue 
to enable the plant to take care of it- 
self financially. 


One thing insisted upon is that nil 


shall be treated exactly alike. 
There 


will be no discriminatory rates, and 
the current consumed in the various 
public buildings will all be charged up 
against those departments. When the 
consumption in any month has reach- 
ed fifty kilowatts at 8 cents, or $4 for 
the total bill, the current consumed in 
addition to this quantity in the same 
month will be charged at G cents per 
kilowatt. 
The minimum charge will 


be fifty cents per month,.and the city 
will supply and install transformers, 
meters and service lines to carry the 
current 
to the building of the. con- 


sumer.

was found early today by Mrs. Charles 
F. Henderson on the doorstep of her 
home at 2020 John street. The little 
one is hardly more than one day old, 
and Mrs. Henderson is of the opinion 
that the babe had been placed upon 
the porch of her home but a few min- 
utes before its discovery. 


Mrs. Henderson is the young wife 


of a conductor on the Pennsylvania 
lines, and she saw the bundle lying 
upon the porch as she 
raised 
the 


blinds In the front portion 
of 
the 


house and peered through the window 
shortly after she had arisen at G:30 
o'clock this morning. Prompt Investi- 
gation disclosed that the bundle con- 
tained a baby boy. It was sleeping 
in quiet oblivion to the 
momentous 


transformation then being enacted in 
its career, but as Mrs. 
Henderson 


gathered it up in her arms and carried 
it into tho 
house it 
began 
crying 


lustily. 


Was Neatly Attired. 


The babo was cleanly and neatly 


but not richly attired, and wrapped 
about its form was a. blanket and a 
comforter, the latter 
knotted 
with 


silk. There was no note or other mat- 
ter which gave any clue whatever to 
the parentage of the babe. The little 
one is apparently healthy and strong. 
There is a slight swelling upon one 
side of its neck and

little stranger, and notification of the 
finding of the babe was at once sent 
to Humane Officer 
Srlilamlroff.

Ruling on Meat Ordinance. 


Councilmen Boerger, Enslen ami 


Stemen were the only absentees at the 
meeting, and after some routine busi- 
ness had been disposed of Councilman 
Welch opened flre on the meat ordi- 
nance, declaring that if the rigid con- 
struction placed upon it by the city 
board of health were to be maintained 
he favored Its repeal. 


After City Attorney Colerlck 
had 


gone over the law In the case at the 
request of Councilman Cook, It devel- 
oped that there had been an agree- 
ment between the health board and 
the other city authorities for a liberal 
Interpretation of the law that would 
remove the features of which com- 
plaint is being made. This ruling is 
as follows: 


"A farmer may 
sell sausage 
to 


grocers In the city and grocers may 
retail the came. 
(The sale by the 


farmer to the retailer must be made 
in the city.) 


"A farmer may sell 
hogs, two or 


three times a year, to a butcher in the 
city and the butcher may retail the 
same. 
(The sale from the farmer to 


the butcher must be made in the city.) 


"Both of the above are on the con- 


dition that the sausage is made from 
hogs, and that the hogs sold to the 
butcher were raised by the fanner 
making the sale and on the further 
condition that the farmer is not reg- 
ularly engaged in the business. 


"But a farmer may not sell meat or 


.liogs in the country to a butcher or 
others for the purpose of having the 


;butcher or others slaughter the same 
and bring them to town for retailing 
as this would be an evasion of the 
ordinance and an abuse of the farm- 
er's privilege."

SAVE OLD SHEETS. 


There are a number of ways in 


which every scrap of an old sheet may 
be utilized if one will give the sub- 
ect thought. 


•First, there are very few house- 


ceepers ignorant of the fact that if 
the sides are sewed together and the 
sheet cut through the center it will 
be given a new lease ot life. 


Twilled sheets, by reason of their 


softness, combined with their substan- 
tial weave, make excellent polishing 
cloth.s and good undercovers for iron- 
ing boards. 


Old cotton sheets make good bags 


for inclosing gowns and coats in. the 
wardrobe, one large sheet being suffi- 
cient for two wardrobe bags. 


An old sheet will cut up into several 


slips for use on the pollows over the 
ticking. 


Another plan is to take the best 


parts for making sheets for cots and 
cribs, where there are children, reserv- 
ing the very thin portions for use as 
dusters. 


A large apron for covering the'skirt 


to be used for bedmaking can be made 
from half a discarded sheet. 


Very soft old sheets may be cut in 


pieces 40 by 20 and devoted to baby's 
wear. 


In the sick room there is no end to 


the possibilities of an old sheet. 


One half laid across the bed under 


the patient will serve as a draw sheet. 


In infectious cases an old sheet may 


be dipped in a disinfectant and hun 
outside the door of a sick room.
